THE COMPTOMETER AGE 
We are certainly liv ing in faster times than we 
id a few years ago, especially before the World 
'ar. At the beginning of 1914 our federal debt 
ras negligible. During the World war it was run 
Ip to something like twenty-six billion cellars, 
♦uring the so-called “ruthless” days of Harding 
nd Coolidge, and in the time of Hoov er, before 
ae depression became acute, the debts had been 
2duced about ten billions. There was some in- 
rease then , although it nev er got to growing at 
'hat m ight be called alarm ing speed, although 
Dme people professed to be worried then . But 
ince 1933 the debt has gone a-kiting. It will soon 
ass the thirty billion m ark and some people are 
v en suggesting th at run n in g the n ation al debt 
o fifty billions wouldn’t be a bad idea. Maybe it 
wouldn’t, for those who don ’t hav e to keep^m 
iving and help pay it. 
’ 
There has been speed in expenditure, of course, 


as well as in raising the n ation al debt. The two 
go together. The New York Post giv es this con­ 
crete illustration of w hat has happen ed: 
“From W ashington to Wilson, 124 years, the 
federal gov ernment spent, in round numbers, 24 
thousand million dollars. 
“From the inauguration of President Franklin 
D. Roosev elt in 1933 to 1936, three years, the fed­ 
eral gov ernment will hav e spent in round n um ­ 
bers 24 thousand million dollars. 
“The sums are almost identical. 
“But it took the gov ernment 121 years longer 
to spend the first sum than the second. 
“As for state expenses, county expenses, city 
expenses, town and v illage expenses — they hav e 
multiplied by the hundredfold or the thousan d­ 
fold as well. 
“And the reason? 
“Politics and politicians. 
“Those two words account for by far the great­ 
er bulk of this incalculable, incredible, insane ex­ 
trav agance. 
“Ev ery old and useless political office th at can 
be retained means a liv ing for some political 
heeler, and support for some political machine. 
“Ev ery new and useless political office th at can 
be inv ented means the same.” 
There are some people, of course, who go on 
with the happy faculty of believ ing th a t some­ 
body else will hav e to pay. They do n ot seem to 
un derstan d th a t they are a part of the n ation 
and th a t ev ery part m ust pay. The debt will 
either be paid through increased taxation or in ­ 
flation. The first is long drawn out and burden ­ 
some. The second usually means quick suffering 
and economic collapse for almost ev erybody. 
No m atter what you thin k about it you hav e to 
adm it th a t we are mov ing. We are liv ing in the 
comptometer era, n ot the horse an d buggy age. 
It is no longer possible to keep track of the gov ­ 
ern m en t’s financial tran saction s by the han d 
method. Machinery is necessary.
